years, quietly but persistently, to 
secure the extension of the Monrovia 
line to our city, and tbe object, ot 
tbe meeting was to inform our citi- 
zens wbat progress had been made 
and to F.ecurn tbelr active co-opera 
tion in eecurine the required right of 


way. 


Mr. 
G. D. Wbitcomb, who has 


taken an active interest in tbe matter, 
and chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, presided, and by bis direc- 
tion tbe secretary, Mr. A. P. Griffith, 
read a signed statement from Mr. II.

Interests within two miles of the pro- 
posed road could afford to subscribe 
liberally towards the fund necessary 
to secure the right of way, with the 
positive assurance that he would reap 
many fold on bis investment.

PASSING OF THE RAIL FENCE. 


Hardwood Timber Too Valuable Now 


and Wire 'J'ukca Ita L'lacc. 


The country youths of to-day have 


no rail-splitting records to boast of. 
I full making is un industry of the past. 
j liore are a few remote localities in 
Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Missouri, 
and Arkansas, where occasional new 
bU-etchcs of worm fence may still bo 
seen, but these new rails are so rare a 
sight as to excite comment. 


The passing of the old worm fence 


Ls due to the scarcity of timber. Wire 
fences are replacing the zigzag rows 
of rails in the region where timber was 
formerly abundant. 
When a rail fence 


becomes so dilapidated as to be uo 
longer serviceable it is taken down 
and the rails which are in a good state 
of preservation are used to 
repair 


other stretches of fence and wire fence 
Is put in its place. 
Another advan- 


tage of the wire fence is that it econo- 
mizes space. The land that was for- 
merly tftkeu up by the fence corners is 
reclaimed. 


The fate of the rsii fence was de- 


clared less than twenty years ago, 
when tho value of walnut, oak, and 
poplar timber 
increased to such a 


figure as to make wire fences cheap- 
er. In the worm fences still in exist- 
ence there are thousands of wnlnut 
and popular rails In an almost parfect 
state of preservation. Tho walnut ones 
are valuable. An enterprising Chicago 
concern recently made that discovery, 
and its representatives havo purchased 
many carloads of the rails. 


Walnut rails have a remarkably long 


life. 
Many are still in use which wore 


dplit more than fifty yeans ago.—Wash- 
ington Post.

been thought recently tlmt It woukl be 
a helpful move to enlist the Interest 
of some of tho women's clubs In th« 
enterprise. 


The point directly at Issue is wheth- 


er tho nid of the women's clubs would 
truly further the efficiency of the 
trade schools. 


In ordor that it should it would be 


necessary that tho animating spirit of 
women's clubs in relation to subjects 
affecting working girls should bo prac- 
tical purely nnd not philanthropic. This 
Is rarely the case. 
Tho sentimental 


consideration almost always obtrudes 
itself in some form or other. 
Women's 


clubs have themselves existed loo short 
n time, relatively, nnd tho whole move- 
ment they express is too now, not to ho 
still, so to say, In the metaphysical 
rather than the scientific stage. That 
all the practical problems of women's 
lives must be solved practically, how- 
ever, If they are to be solved nt all, 
Is something that men are more apt to 
be able to see than tho sex Itself. 


If this Is not to bo done it Is really 


a vain confusion to bring up the prac- 
tical problems In any way. The trade 
school, If it loaches respect for thor- 
oughness and single-minded devotion 
to 
spcciali/.ed 
efficiency, 
must 
also 


teach subordination of the personality 
of the sex—tho setting asldo of privi- 
lege. 
Anything else is Illogical. Too 


tnany forces in American 
life 
war 


against this result—so much so that 
there is always a danger of any trade 
school for girls degenerating Into i"<- 
senlially a "short-cut" school.

Technicalities Should Not Defeat Justice. 


M A X was charged with swindling nnd was 
being trier! in a 'J.V:x:is court. 
Most of the evi- 


dence against him had be.-n introduced when it 
was found that the typewriter, In copying the 
indictment, had written the word "any" where 
the statutes proscribed the word "and." The 
attorney for the defense at once moved to 


quash the Indictment. The court sustained the motion nnd 
the case was dismissed. 


Was this Justice? 
I>ld the court perform the function 


for which It was established? 
The licensed may have 


been innocent of UK; charge, as he is supposed to be until 
proved guilty. That Is a question of fact which could bo 
determined only after all the evidence had been consid- 
ered. Hut he may have been guilty. If so, what a travesty 
nt justice! What n blow at the very foundations of the 
noolal structure! What mockery of sacred obligations! 


No sincere, faithful citizen lias any desire to attack the 


courts. They are the bulwark of his liberties and he be- 
lieves In their integrity. 
It Is right that he should so bo- 


llove, and that he should strengthen them In every way. 
But this respect for the judiciary should not blind us to tho 
fact that because of faulty legislation and complicated rules 
of procedure tho claims of Justice are frequently defeated 
and crime goes unpunished. 


Kvery community has its cases whore technicality con- 


quers Justice; where the greatest frauds are committed 
against the public through interminable quibbles over every' 
possible point that may delay the action. 
The obligation 


of the courts to protect the rights of the accused is made to 
afford protection to crime. The very purpose of the courts 
is often defeated through a senseless adherence to unrea- 
sonable rules, as was done lu the Texas case, where the 
mistake of a single letlor In n typewritten copy quashed 
the Indictment. There Is something wrong about n system 
which will permit of such a mockery of justice.—Chicago 
Journal. 


Why Assail the Lodge? 


TIE National Christian Association nt Its nn- 
nuiil meeting in Chicago renewed its protest 
against "the secret society" as the destroyer of 
the church and the enemy of God. 


Of course It Is futile to reason with men 


so convinced of their own righteousness as the 
memborn of this organization. 
But some of 


the objections that they voiced to the secret society and 
some of the reasons they gave for that institution's amaz- 
ing prosperity are curious. 


One worthy clergyman complained that lodge meetings 


often last until midnight. While careful to exculpate lodges 
from the charge of serving liquor at their meetings, he in- 
sisted that they fostered the drink habit because some 
would stop on the way homo to drink. 


Of course ho forgot the historic nocturnal services of 


the church, often lasting till late hours, and sometimes be- 
ginning at midnight. And perhaps he does not know that 
some men stop on the way home from church or prayer 
meeting to drink. 


The church is not to blame for this. But neither Is the 


lodge. Both Institutions counsel temperance. Neither sanc- 
tions Intemperance. And lodge penalties against Intemper- 
ance are, In most cases, more severe and direct than the 
penalties of the church. 


Another clergyman thought thai curiosity was the chief 


motive of men in joining lodges, nnd consoled himself with 
the thought that It w«§ "soon satisfied by their false 
pomp," etc., etc., etc. 


Now, the lodge nnd the church are neither rivals nor 


enemies, In spite of the efforts of some'churchmen to make 
them so. 
lOach Is doing good work In Its own way, and 


with no disrespect for the church it may be said that the 
lodge's way is the more effective. 


For Instance, one lodge in this city finds a volunteer to 


call every day upon any member who is sick, to inquire 
Into his comfart and his needs and provide for them Im- 
mediately if necessary. Churches are doing this same kind 
of work, but how many of thorn are doing It every day 
In the year, for every member, rich or poor, noted or hum- 
ble, without distinction, complaint, or parade—doing It just 
because the man is a man and brother? 


This touch of fellowship that they give—this equality 


of simple manhood that they practice—this human interest, 
regardless of rank or wealth or social station, that their 
members show In each other, within tho lodge room and 


without—is what makes Ihe secret .societies! strong. 


Churchmen who reproach and revile thw lodge because 


It Is strong through doing the church's work are not help- 
Ing the cause of religion.—-Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Our Bill for European Travel. 


IIK annual tide of American travel to ISnropn 
is now at its height. For the last month every 
steamer sailing from Atlantic ports has been 
crowded. 
All signs point to a record breaking 


exodus of American tourists this season. There 
are likely to be enough of them to repopulate 
Strasburg, or Venice, or Seville, should any 


one of those cities be left uninhabited. They could double 
the population of Toledo or Denver should they return and 
settle In either as a body. 


In 1903, despite somewhat unfavorable business condi- 


tions nt home, 1.18,00(5 cabin passengers left New York for 
10 n rope. Exact figures for 1004 are not available, but they 
wore larger than In 1003, nnd will bo still larger this year, 
after more thnn twelve mouths of genuine and widespread 
prosperity. 
On the basis of present returns It Is deemed 


certain that the American tourists in Europe this year will 
number at least 150,000. 


Those travelers will pay, on (he average, $250 each for 


steamer passage, or $37,500,000 altogether. 
Foreign ex- 


change dealers, to whom tourist custom is an Important 
item of business, estimate that each traveler will spend in 
Europe, on the average, three times tho price of his round 
trip steamer ticket, or .$750 each, or $112,500,000 altogether. 


In fact, It may be set down that Americans visiting 


Europe chiefly for pleasure spend about $1,000 each on tho 
trip, which would give n lotal expenditure of $150,000,000 
this year. 


This is nn enormous sum. It Is more money than is 


deposited in nil Ihe savings banks of Chicago, nnd about 
half Ihe lolal deposits of the Chicago national banks. It 
would pay nil the expenses of the city of New York for a 
year and leave n handsome surplus. 
It would move the 


nation's wheat crop from farm to market and probably tho 
cotton crop ns well. It would meet the national pension 
roil this year. 


Doubtless there nre reasons for regretting that many 


of those who travel to Europe this year do not rather 
spend their time nnd money in learning to know their 
own country nnd its people beyond the districts where 
they have their homes.—Chicago Inter Ocenn. 


Insects and Infection. 


O prevent Infections reaching the humnn body 
through the medium of insects means that they 
shall be exterminated or else shut away from 
Ihe body itself; also from food and water. Sci- 
entific sanitary Investigation has proved that to 
get rid of flics nnd mosquitoes the breeding 
places of these insects must be destroyed. Files 


breed in stnble manure piles, barnyards and wherever there 
are masses of filth. Mosquitoes breed in marshes and 
swamps, old rain barrels, eaves-troughs nnd wherever there 
is stagnant water Impregnated with decaying organic mat- 
ter. 


The sanitary lesson for the homemnker to learn Is to 


avoid the marshes and drain them before building nnd 
keep free from all poo..- of stagnant water, great or small, 
on the premises, and keep die stables nnd barn yards free 
from fermenting masses of decaying or organic matter. 


To keep these Insect pests out of the house, it should, 


If possible, be so planned that the prevailing winds will not 
blow from the stables, barn yard or any marshes in the 
vicinity toward it, nnd then In summer use wire screens 
on every door and window as well ns inclose the porches 
around the house. 
Italian physicians, experlmeullng in 


Ihe Pontlue marshes to discover the cause of Roman fever, 
found the peasants living side by side in ordinary cnnvas 
and In tight screen-protected tents, contracted this disease 
in the unprotecled tents, where mosquitoes had free ac- 
cess, and escaped infection In the screen-protected, where 
they were excluded. 
A nicely screened, shaded, cool back 


porch is n sanitary blessing to the over-tired farmer's wife. 
There she can prepare a great part of her food and have a 
comfortable couch to rest on, free from Insect and annoy- 
ance. 
The children cnn play there and thus keep out of 


the kitchen heat and at the same time avoid noxious Insect 
Infection. The screens nre within reach of every American 
householder.—The House Keeper.

MINING GOLD FROM PLANET 


Company in Northern Part of Arizona Uicover- 


ing Meteorite Supposed to Contain $13, 


000,000 in Metali. 


El Paso, Texas.—A unique mining 


undertaking is now under way 
in 


northern Arizona, 
with 
promise of 


success. The Standard 
Iron Com- 


pany, of New York. Is sinking a shaft 
six miles south of Diablo station 
on 


the Santa Fe railroad, close to 
Dia- 


blo canyon, for the purpose of 
un- 


covering and 
smelting a gigantic 


meteorite which struck the earth In 
that section many years ago, probably 
in tho prehistoric period. 


They 
know tho 
location 
of the 


meteorite because it knocked a hole 
in the earth three quartern by half 
M 


mile aud 600 feet deop, and fragments 
of tbe thing are scattered all over the 
surrounding country. 
The fragments 


havo been analyzed and aro found to 
be almost puro iron, running high in 
lead, silver, and gold. 
Many pieces 


as large as a box car havo boon found 
and the returns at the smelter have 
been very high. Tbe Standard Iron 
Company began working to locate the 
meteorite about a year ago and a shaft 
from the bottom of the great hole 
which it knocked in the 
surface of 


tbe earth has already boon sunk to a 
depth of 400 feot, making a total of 
1,000 foot tho company hits gone into 
the earth. Fragments of thu meteorite 
have already been found In ttio shaft 
and It is expected 
that 
tho moteor 


proper will boon bo reached. 


From the richness of the fragments 


on ttio surface and the size of tho 
hole which tho meteorite knocked ir; 
the earth, tho promoters of tho
